£95,410  which  Represents  a sum  of  £358  as  oho  yield  of  a 
penny  rate. 


(b)  Births:  The  number  of  live  births  registered 

for  tTie'lTsTrict  in  1942  was  4 83,  of  whom  263  were  males 
and  220  females,  representing  a birth  rate  of  19* 5 per 
1, 000  of  the  population*  This  rate  compares  favourably 

with  that  recorded  for  England  and  Hales,  which  is  given 
as  15*8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  1941  the  net 
total  births  amounted  to  366,  with  a birth  rate  of  14*3 
per  1,000  of  the  population;  thus  this  year  there  is 
an  increase  of  117  births,  or  4*  2 above  the  rate  Recorded  for 
the  preceding  year.

The  Stillbirths  numbered  20,  that  is,  13  males 
and  7 females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  39*  7 per  1, 000 
total  (live  and  still)  births. 

(c)  Deaths:  The  net  total  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward 

and  outward  transfers  amounted  to  288,  of  which  159  we re  males 
and  129  females.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  11,  6 per  1,  000 
of  the  population  as  compared  with  329  deaths  and  a death  rate 
of  12,  8 per  1,  000  of  the  population  in  1941*  The  death 
rate  for  England  and  ./ales  in  1942  was  11,6  per  1,000  of  the 
population, 

(d)  Infant  Mortality:  There  v/ere  20  deaths  under  1 year 

during  tKe  year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  41  per
